2. It is clear from the description on page 2, line 34 to page 3, line 20 that the following 
feature is essential to the definition of the invention: 

"...if said chosen wireless standard is different from said first wireless standard, within 
said adaptation layer processing step, a standard conversion is performed, e.g. a 
connection command, connection parameter and/or connection data of said 
application wireless standard are converted into respective processed connection 
commands, processed conection parameters and processed connection data of said 
chosen wireless standard." 

Since claims 1 , 2 and 1 9 do not contain this feature they do not meet the requirement 
following from Article 6 PCT taken in combination with Rule 6.3(b) PCT that any 
independent claim must contain all the technical features essential to the definition of 
the invention. 

3. However, having regard to the documents D1 to D3, cited in the International 
European Search Report, the filed set of claims 1 to 21 appears to meet the 
requirements of Article 33(1) PCT in respect of novelty, Article 33(2) PCT, and 
inventive step, Article 33(3) PCT. 
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
